The Central Technical School for Electrical Engineering has been estab- 
lished by the Main Administration for Electrical Power in Markkleeberg, near 
Leipzig „ The school is to train the young generation of specialists for the 
electrical industry, which will require 8,000-10,000 master technicians, engi- 
neers, and specialists within the next few years » ' 

school will conduct two master courses of six semesters each, in which 
students will be trained in electrical and gas engineering. The building 
houses four lecture rooms, a students' lounge, a permanent model exhibition 
instructors' and administrative offices, as well as a laboratory for heating 
technology and a newly constructed central laboratory with 32 completely equipped 
practice stations, a laboratory for electrophysical experiments, etc. The dormi- 
tories of the school will accommodate 70 students. Schooling, including meals 

and lodging, is free of charge for students recommended by the works administra- 
tiions u 

The students will spend about one third 'of their training as practical 
workers in various enterprises with varying technical equipment.
